Above are just a few examples of how low duty is on 
some of the most popular items tourists buy in our stores. 
Take cameras, for instance. Suppose you’ve bought mer¬ 
chandise to your full allowance of $100 free of duty and 
you wish to buy a camera retailing for $120 in Aruba. 
Your first saving is the fact prices here can average 
40% less than in the U.S. Even with duty, you can still 
buy that camera at a great saving. Official duty on 
cameras is 15% on the wholesale value. The retail price 
of $120 less 40% gives you the wholesale base rate of 
$72 for your camera; and 15% duty on $72 is only 
$10.80. Your camera really cost only $130.30. Your sav¬ 
ing is well worthwhile, even with duty. The same camera 
sells in New York City for $199.95 (plus 5% City Sales 
Tax). 
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TOURING ARUBA 

While in Aruba one may rent a car and driver, or a 
self-drive-car or may take a conducted tour. To drive 
yourself, you will need a ' emporary license, which can 
be obtained by presenting a valid driver’s license from 
your own country. 

Aruba has many treasures that are well worth ex¬ 
ploring : 

The island’s greatest attraction is the PALM BEACH 
and EAGLE BEACH, which are among the world’s finest. 
The pure white sand s'retches for several miles along 
the leeward coast, and slopes gently into the water. There 
is excellent opportunity for waterskiing, sailing, and 
swimming. 

FISHING comes in a variety of forms, and any one of 
the different types offers the enthusiast a challenge. 
Skin diving and spearfishing are well worth the effort 
as the rocks, reefs and wrecks of some sunken ships 
abound in fascinating fish. There is also good deep sea 
fishing. 

The capital of Aruba is OR AN J ESTAD, its architec¬ 
ture is typically Caribbean-Dutch with some Spanish in¬ 
fluence, while (he colors of the buildings are typically of 
the Caribbean. Oranjestad’s shopping center tempts the 
tourist with merchandise from all corners of the world: 
Swiss watches, cameras, perfumes, cashmere sweaters, 
silk, character dolls, Dutch tile, Delft blue, binoculars, 
liquors and liqueurs, woollen and other fabrics, precious 
stones, porcelain miniatures, straw novelties, carved ivory 
from the Orient, crystal, beaded and petit point bags, 
Indonesian and Chinese wood carvings, leather goods, gold 
and silverware, etc. Thanks to the extremely low import 
duties, the prices are often less than half of what they 
are in the U.S.A. Store owners also can pass on bargains 
to visitors because there are no sale or luxury taxes in 
Aruba. 

The SCHOONER HARBOUR of Oranjestad is one of 
color and excitement; boats from many Caribbean coun¬ 
tries are docked all along the quay. Open stalls provide 
space for the boatmen *o display their wares. Great 
stalks of bananas, the little sweet ones, the large cook¬ 
ing ones, oranges, vegetables, etc. The buyers at this 
outdoor market are as unusual as its products, and you 
will hear difieren" languages being spoken on either side 
of you. A little further along the schooner harbour is 
the fish market, where you may purchase a large variety 
of fish. Big ocean liners and passenger-ships can moor 
and bunker at Oranjestad’s harbor. 

In the well-kept WILHELMINA PARK, named after 
Queen Wilhelmina of the Netherlands, on the sea-side of 
Oranjestad, there is a beautiful sculptured statue of the 
Queen Mother, surrounded by bright colorful flowers 
and plants. 

The American Colony, SEROE COLORADO, where 
most Americans live is situated at the most Eastern end 
of the island. 

The climate of Aruba is considered one of the finest 
in the Caribbean, rainfall is scant, and the days are al-

ways cooled by the copious flow of air of the Northeast 
tradewind. Thriving in this dry climate are the strang¬ 
ely shaped DIVI-DIVI TREES, that point forever down¬ 
ward; the ALOE plant, which is being developed for 
medicinal value; and the cac'us, which is used as living 
fences. Arubans cherish flowers, and most homes are 
surrounded by bright bougainvillea, oleanders, flamboy¬ 
ant, hybiscus and other tropical plants. 

Aruba’s most outstanding landmark is the H001 BERG 
or HAYSTACK, and for those interested, there are steps 
all 'he way to the top of this hill. 

Attractive hidden coves on the North side of the island 
offer a perfect setting for picnics, and those who prefer 
a little surf with their bathing, fairly rough water on 
his side of the island makes it perfect. Two of the most 
intriguing and accessible coves are AND ICOL) RI and 
DOS PLAYA, where towering rocky arms reach into the 
sea and the constant dashing of waves presents a varied 
and awesome backdrop for the pleasant sand beaches of 
these cove3. 

A most interesting NATURAL BRIDGE on the north 
coast, carved out of solid coral rock by the relentless 
surf, is a startling example of nature’s architecture, and 
a ’’must” for every visitor. 

BOCA DRUIF, an interesting grotto, also sculptured 
by the sea on the island’s windward coast near the dunes 
of PR I NS offers brea' h-taking sceneries of the wild 
coast-line. 

The CUNUCU, which in Papiamento means ’’country¬ 
side”, is dotted with brightly colored houses of the Aru¬ 
bans. Rocks of many different shapes are scattered over 
the island of which the most impressive ones are found 
at AYO and CASIBARI, where nature piled tremendous 
boulders of diorite wheighing thousands of tons one atop 
another. At AYO, one may wander around and under 
these massive boulders, via twisting passageways. THE 
DRAGON'S MOUTH at CASIBARI is a curious rock 
formations, and a favorite spot for photographers. 

Anyone interested in Indian culture will find ancient 
Indian drawings on the walls and ceilings of the caves 
of FONTEIN and CANASHITO, and on the rocks of 
ARIKOK and AYO. 

The caves of QUADIRIKIRI and HULIBA are chal¬ 
lenges for spelunkers. 

Children will cherish the white sand dunes of PR I NS 

and ¿ALIFORNI A. 

ST. ANN’S CHURCH has a beautiful hand-carved oak- 
altar. Also interesting is the adjacent grave-yard. 

PIRATE’S CASTLE AT BUSHIRIBANA stands on a 
cliff on Aruba’s windward coast. It is really the ruins of 
an old gold mill, a relic of Aruba’s first indusry. Another 
gold mill is located at B A LASH I. 

SPANISH LAGOON got its name because it was here 
that buccaneers used to put in to repair their ships. It is 
known for its scenic and peaceful surroundings. 
FRENCHMAN’S PASS, where the Indians fought '.he 
French to protect the island from foreign invaders, is a 
breeding place of Aruba’s bright and colorful parakeets.

TIPS ON U.S. CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 


The U.S. Customs Regulations allow that: 

Each returning resident may take back free of duty 
and tax, articles totaling $ 100.—, providing the 
stay abroad has exceeded 48 hours and that the 
$ 100.— exemption or any part of it has not been 
used within the preceeding 30 days. (The $ 100.— is 
based on the fair retail value of the items in the 
country obtained). 

1. There is no limit to the number of articles you can 
take back, as long as you pay duty on the amount in 
excess of the $ 100.—. The duty on purchases in ex¬ 
cess of $ 100.— is levied on the WHOLESALE PRICE 
of the item IN THE COUNTRY OBTAINED (the 
customs officer generally subtracts 40% of your 
retail cost to arrive at the wholesale value). 

2. SAVE MONEY by using your $ 100.— exemption 
for the high duty items. Pay duty on the low duty 
items. 

3. WEAR AND TEAR on items purchased during your 
trip and used during the trip, such as clothing, cá¬ 
maras, binoculars, watches, will be considered by the 


customs authorities. When declaring these items, 
mention that they have been used on the trip and 
the customs officer will make an appropriate reduc¬ 
tion for wear and/or use on the value of the item 
and on the subsequent duty. 

4. GIFTS. In addition to the $ 100.— exemption, 

each traveller can mail an UNLIMITED NUMBER 
of gifts valued up to $ 10.— each, to friends and rela¬ 
tives back home, provided the addressee does not 
receive in a single day gift parcels exceeding the 
$ 10.— limitation. NO declaration is required, and 
No tax is levied. Gifts of liquor and tobacco are not 
permitted in this privilege, but permitted is perfume, 
valued at less than one dollar. 

5. DUTY-FREE LIQUOR may total one quart per per¬ 
son over 21. 

6. You are not allowed to take back merchandise ori¬ 
ginating in COMMUNIST CHINA, NORTH KOREA, 
NORTH VIETNAM and CUBA! 

7. Go through U.S. Customs SMOOTHLY by filling out 
your declaration carefully, keeping your dutiable 
items together and yoür sales slips handy. 


Remember that you are allowed to take back as much mer¬ 
chandise as you want. All you have to do is to pay duty on 
what you declare over your $ 100.— duty free allowance, and 
even after duty has been paid upon arrival in the U.S.A., pur¬ 
chases made in Aruba, at free-port prices are still GOOD BUYS.
